(Mister) to Prince von Buelow in 

seven yearg {is the story of the 
rise to rank and power of Germany's 
$mperial chancellor and prime minister, 
whom Kaiser W/ilveim elevated to the 
dignity of princehood on the cnown 
princes wedding day. Huropean politics 
are believ . gontain no example of a 
eareer so meteoric and Prince von Bue- 
tow. who is a modest man, is perhaps the 
most astomished of all over the sky- 
rocket speed at which his imperial mas- 
ter has pushed him up the political lad- 
der. He has attained, as reward for ser- 
vices which even his most enthulsastic 
supporters do not brand as particularly 
brillkant. the rank which Emperor Wile 
liam the Great, the kaiser’s grand- 
father. considered good enough to con- 
fer upon Bismarck for the herculean 
work of creating the German empire of 
today. 

The commonest remark of the German 
‘man in the street’ is that Prince von 
Buelow is more fortunate than deserv- 
ing. He has played Germany's -diplo- 
matic game with eonsiderable astuteness 
since he was aalled to the premiership 
in 1900, but his administration has not 
recorded any great historical achieve- 
ment for which his countrymen think the 
title of prince should have been forth- 
coming. What they do admit is that 
he has made the biggest kind of a per- 
gonal hit with the emperor and wields 
ever him more influence than anybody 
an Germany. Indeed it is doubted if there 
is any one else who exercises any in- 
fluence over William IT at all. 


RB PRLIN, July 8.—From plain Herr 


Prince von Buelow is suavity itself. His | 
great forte is compromise. He is a | 
peacemaker. He is eloguent of tongue » 
and pleasingly mannered. He is a capi- | 
tal joker and story-teller and the kaiser | 
likes nothing so much as a companion | 
who can amuse him and keep him in | 
good humor. When he was foreign secre- | 
tary eight or ten years ago Von Buelow | 
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contrived to learn that his impetuous 
young master could be “handled’’ if it 
were done adroitly. He set about to 
Jearn just how to approach him and in 
what manner he could be made most 
tractable. It is relatew that he found a 
pretext, while foreign secretary, to come 
into daiiy contact with the emperor and 
improved every opportunity to penetrate 
more deenty into the kKaiser’s character 
and increase the store of his knowledge 
how to deal with him. The kaiser raised 
him to the dignity of a count in 1898, 
after successful negotiations with Spain 
for the annexation of the Marianne and 
Caroline islands in the South seag, and 
two years. later made him the successor 
of his former chief, Prince von Hohen- 
lohe, as chancellor of the empire . 
He Is a Peacemaker. 

Von Buelow’s greatest services to the 
kaiser have undoubtedly been as pé@ace- 
maker and ‘“‘smoother-over” of the rough 
spots caused by the emperor’s impulsive 
speeches, telegrams and interferring 
acts of one kind and another. He has 
not only managed to calm many troubled 
waters in this way, but has on several] 
nOtable occasions succeeded In deterring 
his majesty from repeating ‘‘breaks,’’ or 
committing himself to dangerous policies, 
Willkam II is of a temperament not easi- 
ly controlled. Of brilliant attainment 
himself and exceeding strong wiil, he is 
not lightly diverted from a set purpose. 
Yet it is an open secret in German 
politics and diplomatic circles that Von 
Buelow has mastered the art of sway- 
ing the kaiser for the kaiser’s own good 
whenever circumstances demand it. It is 
related that so strong has Prince von 
Buelow felt himself in the emperor's 
confidence that he has laid it down as 
@ rule that the kaiser shall take no 
important initiative without his approval. 
The kaiser has not always lived up to 
this alleged understanding, but it is a 
matter of historical record that his out- 
Breaks of “rashness” are much less 
eommon than_they used to be before 
Prince yon ‘Buelow ‘became the mentor of 
the imperial judgment. 

Count von Buelow is nearly fifty-seven 
veats old. He 1s a handsome man, and 
is egaid to owe a good deal of his po- 
litical success to the fact that he is a 
favorite with women in the royal and 
political set. His diplomatic career be- 


gan after he left the army in the early 


seventies. He was German minister 't0 
Bucharest, Roumanta; then secretary of 
the German embassy at Rome, jater am- 
bassador at the Italian court, and was 
then called to Berlin to become foreign

NEGRO HAS ESCAPE HABIT. 


> Noah Wright Again Surrendered to 
Prison Commission by a Mem- 
ber of His Family. 

Noah Wright, a Clayton county negro, 
who is serving a four years’ sentence in 
the penitentiary for burglary, and who 
recently made his third escape from that 
institution, was brought into the office 
of the prison commission at the capitol 
yesterday by his brother and surrender- 
ed.

His brother took him to the 
prison commission office yesterday, but 
this time no reward will be paid. Wright 
will be returned to the prison farm.

Steed’s Bill To Make It a Felony ‘fo 
Shoot or Throw Nocks Into 
a Train. 

Senator Walter E. Steed, of the twen- 
ty-third district, will tomorrow introduce 
in the senate a bill which proposes to 
make it a felony with punishment from 
one to five years, for anyone to fire a 
pistol or gun or to throw rock into 
a movVing train.

A wound was 
made which left a permanent scar. The 
negro was caught and yet the maxi- 
mum penalty which could be inflicted 
was twelve months on the chaingang. 
There is no doubht that the proposed 
change in this law will meet with gen- 
eral favor.

Ala- 
bama has but 35 persons to the square 
mile; Arkansas, 24; Louisiana, 30: 
North Carolina, 39; South Carolina, 
41; Florida, 9; Texas, 11. On the other 
hand, New York has 152; Illinois, 86; 
Ohio, 102; Pennsylvania, 140, and 
Massachusetts, 349. If South Carolina 
were as densely populated as Massa- 
chusetts, it would have 10,500,000 
people. | 

It must be obvious to even the 
most superficial observer that Geor- 
gia cannot stand the net loss of 220,- 
000 of her most ambitious and indus- 
trious citizens and hold her own in 
material progress and internal devel- 
opment without making up for such 
loss from the outside. Indeed, she 
must more than supply that loss if 
she is to attain a proper degree of 
development, for the natural increase 
of population is far from sufficient 
to supply the labor and industry for 
that development. 

Of the negro, almost our sole de- 
pendence for labor, this writer says: 


The negro cannot furnish either in 
quality or in quantity the labor neces- 
sary to develop the south. By its lack 
of initiative and inventive genius the 
black race has acted as a hindrance to 
progress. Free negro agricultural labor 
hag in most places, except the Yazoo 
Delta, proven to be a failure; the fertile 
lands of the black belt have never again 
reached the production of 1860: the bet- 
ter wages paid to the negro have simply 
enabled him to work less—three days a 
week instead of four. Yet the most 
fertile jand of the south is still in the 
hands of the negroes, who do not equal 
in production the white farmers on the! 
poorest land. In 1876 the whites of| 
the cotton states, forming 55.8 per cent | 
of the population, produced 40 per cent | 
of the cotton; the blacks, forming 44.2 | 
per cent of the population, made 60 per | 
cent of the’ crop. In 1899 the whites, | 
now constituting 59.1 per cent of the pop- 
ulation, produced 60 per cent of the!

drew native help back to the farms, the 
problem has been partially solved by the 
introduction of foreign labor into the 
mills. A numbér of factories have se- 
cured newly arrived Germans and Poles— 
three factories as many as twenty-five 
families each. These immigrants have 
proved to be satisfactory, both as work- 
men and as citizens. During the year 
1904, the state bureau of South Caro- 
lina also settled 204, families of farmers. 
The authorities estimate that each good 
farmer igs worth $1,000 to the state.

Tokio, July 8.—Baron Komura, the 
peace envoy and his suite left Shim- 
bashi railroad station for Yokohama this 
afternoon amid a hearty send-off from 
the elder statesmen, cabinet ministers, 
the diplomatic corps, generals, admirais, 
court dignitaries and representatives of 
the important societies and associations 
several hundred in number, who had 
gathered at the Shimbashi station sev- 
eral hours ahead of time.

Nature seemed to be favor- 
ing the departure of the peace commis- 
sion, for the day happened to be bright 
and warm, which is not often experi- 
enced during the rainy season now pre- 
vailing.
